the perſonal hiſtory of a man devoted to ſtudy, or a ſingle 
* employ, does not afford matter of great moment, or admit 
of thoſe ſtriking events that commonly engage general at. 
tention. The ſcene of attion is of a different kind, and 
by their literary connexions they are beſt known to the 
world: In this view our author, the ſubje# of preſent 
conſideration, requires particular regard. The life of 
LELAND may, in ſome degree indeed, be ſaid to have been 
attive, but it was of a nature confined and laborious, 
not diverſified with a ſufficient variety of objefts to gratify 
the ſpirit of public curioſity, but an arduous taſk, ſpent in 
| lent unremittting attention, that rather enervated the 
Faculties of the mind, and overpowered the frrength of con- 
 ſitution. 


Literary diſquif tions are in nd both 1 aud 
commendable ; the life of a recluſe admits of benefit by 
the conſideration of bis writings, and from obſervation on 
coeval authors, new light is roten out on ſeveral parts of

to him on their deceaſe. The regiſter of this pariſh has been 
ſearched; which, though of antient date, and well preſerved, 


is not carly enough to give any light in this particular.

It may be proper to premiſe, before we proceed 
farther, that there was an other John Leland, who 
flouriſhed more early, in the time of King Henry 
VI. This Leland was a great Grammarian, and 
taught Literas humaniores at Oxford, near the Church 
of St. Fridiſwid ©. Pitſæus * ſays, he was tum in verſu, 
tum in proſa multo elegantior, et in omni Latimtate 
purior, terfior, nitidior, quam ferebat illius ætatis commu- 
nis conſuetudo, „As well in verſe as proſe more ele- 
gant, pure, and poliſhed in the Latin Tongue than 


the cuſtom of that age commonly afforded ;” inſo-

Lelonds were of the ſame Family; but, as our Au- 
thor was always called Lelandus junior, and the for-

mer Lelandus ſenior et Grammaticus, it may, with good 
reaſon, be granted, that this nominal diſtinction, not- 


withſtanding the diſtance of time, was given them, 


as well on account of a family connexion, as alſo to 


diſtinguiſh their perſons and abilities in learning s. 


However, as nothing certain offers to clear up this 


1 point, it is only to be obſerved, that our Author, 


LLAxb, in his infancy, was deprived of his parents 
and that this loſs was, in a great meaſure, made up 
to him by the kindneſs of Mr. Thomas Myles, a 
Favourer of learning at that time, and not unlikely 


a near relation, or, at leaſt, an intimate friend of his 


parents. He took the youth under his protection; 


and continued him, if not at firſt placed him, under 


the tuition of William Lillye, the famous Gramma- 
rian, and firſt Maſter of St. Paul's School k. He alſo 
maintained him at his own expence; and, in due 


time, for his improvement in academical learning, 
entered him at Chriſt's College, Cambridge. Of this

Society, Mr. Fuller ſays, he was Fellow*. He after- 
wards removed to Oxford; and, it is ſaid, was many 


years reſident in All-Souls College, where he proſe- 


cuted his ſtudies with great aſſiduity, and improved 
himſelf, not only in the Greek and Latin Tongues, 
but in the Saxon and Welch, the antient langua- 


ges of his country. 


The great kindneſs of Mr. Myles in providing for 


him in his infant ſtate, and other particulars here 


mentioned relating to his education in the two 


Univerſities,

the preceeding note, for ſaying LELAND was Fellow of Chriſt's 


College. That he ſtudied in this College, as alſo at All-Souls 
College, Oxford, is not doubted ; but rather as an independant _ 


Member, as was then cuſtomary, of both Societies; but it no 
where appears he was, at any time, Fellow of Chriſt's or any Col- 
lege, in either Univerſity. In an old Proctor's Book in the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, D'. LELOND occurs, paying his fees for 


the Degree of A. B. An. D. 1522. This probably was our 


Author, as this firſt Degree was frequently then granted in the 
early part of life : on this, and the above quotation, Fuller 
might ground his opinion that he was Fellow of Chriſt's College. 
LELAaNnn way be reckoned, at this time, ſixteen years of age; 
and, after he had taken this Degree, go to Oxford, This 
correſponds with what is related by Th. Caius, who was choſen 
Fellow of All-Souls College, in the Year 1525, that LELawnp 

was in that College; Wm Burton, Author of the Deſcription of 
Leiceſterſhire, notes alſo, that LELand ſtudied at All-Souls 
College 3; 3; but, as he was not on the Foundation, his name 
does not appear regularly entered in "the College Books.

| Barbariſm, learning was at a low ebb; and, that the 
language of Greece, was rather confined to its own 


eaſtern borders of Europe. On the taking of Con- 
ſtantinople by the Turks, in the middle of the fif- 
teenth century, and the ſubverſion of their empire, 


the Greeks withdrew from their country, and ſettled 


chiefly in Italy, where they publiſhed many works in 


their native tongue. By theſe publications, and their 


common tuition, they reſtored the Grecian language, 


which had been loſt in the weſt for ſeveral ages. This 


revival of Greek, by the happy influence of theſe 


exiles, ſoon ſpread itſelf in Italy, France, and ſome 
parts of Germany, but had not yet reached the 
more northern ſituation of Britain. On the contrary, 
' notwithſtanding the many noble foundations in the 


kingdom, learning was confined to the Latin Tongue, 


and the antient Greek Writers were read in that 


language only; infomuch, that it is obſerved, * ſuch 


was the infelicity of thoſe times, that the Greek 


Tongue was not taught in the Grammar Schools, 


nor ſcarce underſtood even in the Univerſities"; but 
was rather held unneceſſary, and diſcouraged by 3 


a prevailing maxim. in education, Cave a Greds, ne

In this low ſtate of literature it appears, from their 


reſpective lives, that Grocynè, Linacre, Colet, Lillie“, 
and other ſtudious men of the age, went abroad in 


e fif- 


ſearch of that knowledge they could not acquire at 


home. This was early noticed by Aldus, the famous 
Roman Printer, in a dedication to M. Muſurus, a 
learned Grecian, prefixed to an edition of Status, 


-2 printed by him; where, ſpeaking of the reſidence of 
many Strangers in Italy, he ſays, Habemus Grocinum 


Sacerdotem, & T homam Linacrum ( Medicum ) Britannos; 


Viros undecunque doctiſi mos, qui olim Florentiæ, ſub 


Demetrio e Grecis literis mncubuerunt *. 


Italy and France, were now the ſeat of Greek 
learning; and Foreigners, from all parts, reſorted 


to thoſe Countries in purſuit of their Studies. 


Thus we read, that not only our own Countrymen, 


but many learned men alſo of the age, from Ger- 
3 many and Holland, left their native homes in ſearch 
of this new knowledge, now daily.increaſing in the 


welt

weſt of Europe; among many others, Eraſmus ſpent 
three years at Paris, in the ſame purſuit, and ap- 
plied himſelf cloſely to the Greek language*. Our 
Author LELanD was alſo one of our own Country- 
men that took the ſame road; and, for his farther 
improvement in literature, went into Frances, and 
ſtudied at Paris, under the famous Francis Sylvius“ 

and, by the converſation and inſtruction of the ce- 
lebrated Budæus, Faber, Paulus /Emilius and Ruel- 


guages. He alſo improved his natural diſpoſition to

On his return to England, he entered into Holy 
Orders, and was eſteemed a moſt accompliſhed 
ſcholar.

knowledge in the French, Italian, and Spaniſh Lan- 


Poetry; and after ſpending ſome years in theſe pro- 
fitable ſtudies, and the acquaintance of theſe learned 
men in that country, he returned into his own, 
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5 ſcholar. He ſoon became chaplain to King Henry 
7 VIII. and this Prince gave him the rectory of 
Poppeling, named alſo Popering, and Pepling, in 


the marches of Calais: He was afterwards appoint- 


ed library-keeper to the King, and, by a com- 
miſſion? under the Broad-Seal, Ann. Dom. 1533, in 
the 25th of his reign, he was appointed the King's 
= Antiquary ; the firſt, and indeed the laſt, that bore 
that honourable office. By this commiſſion he was 
appointed? to ſearch after © England's Antiquities, 
and peruſe the libraries of all cathedrals, abbies,

He had alſo an honourable ſtipend al- 
lotted him, to enable him to proſecute the ends of 
this new commiſſion; and, on the r2th of July, 
28 Hen. VIII. 1536, he obtained a ſpecial diſpenſa- 
tion“ to keep a curate at Popeling, and ode his. 
reſidence in England, or eliewhere at his pleaſure. 


Being now at full liberty, he purſued the natural 
bent of his genius, and entered upon this arduous 
undertaking with an unuſual wilhngnels. He tra- 
velled through the ſeveral parts of the kingdom, 
taking a particula ar account of the cities, towns and 


"wills of each county; taking notice alſo, and 


deſcribing the ſituation, foil, and courſe of the rivers, 
and diftance of miles, with wonderful exactneſs. 
He allo ſet down, and took account of, the ſeveral 
caſtles, religious houles, and other public and private 

buildings, 


libraries have alſo been examined, but with the like ill ſucceſs : 


It is therefore concluded this Commiſſion lays dormant in private 


hands, and mult be left to ſome future event to bring it to 
light: unleſs, as the Editor is induced to believe, on the reverſe 
of affairs, and the revival of Church Influence on the ac- 
ceflion of Q. Mary to the Crown, this Commiſſion. of K. 

Henry was deſtroyed, that no memorial might remain of a 
royal Appointment, ſo grating to the ill-judged bigotry of the 
times: And probably, if our Author himieit had not been de- 
prived of life, by a phrenzy of the mind, he had now fallen a 
ſacrifice to the xkrenzy of ſuperſtitious zcal, and his Papers

This immenſe labour he continued for ſeveral 


years (fix) without intermiſſion : and, © that he 
might fully diſcharge the duties of his commiſſion, 


being perſuaded it would conduce much to the 
honour of the nation, and the benefit of learning,” 
he was ſo inquiſitive in his remarks, that not content 
with this general deſcription of the kingdom, he 
inſpected the libraries, the windows, and other mo- 
numents of Antiquity, belonging to the ſeveral 
cathedrals, monaſteries, convents, Sc. therein. And 
wherever he heard there were any footſteps of Ro- 
man, Saxon, or Daniſh buildings, he went in ſearch 
of them®, and took particular notice of the Tumuli, 
Coins, and Inſcriptions he every where met with. 
In his travel his labour was prodigious ; for, “he 
gave himſelf the trouble, not only of inſpecting the 
books and MSS. he met with, but of taking exact 
catalogues, and tranſcribing irom them whatever 


paſſages he judged might ſerve to give any manner 
of light to the Hiſtory and Antiquities of the king- 


dom“ 


It may be proper to obſerve, that LxLAND, ſoon 
after his return to England, renounced Popery. And 
it certainly is an argument of ſound judgment, that, 
notwithſtanding a well diſpoſed zeal for the refor-

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mation of religion, the ſuperſtitious parade, and the 
more pernicious errors of that Church, he ſaw, with 
concern, the havock, that the diſſolution of the 
monaſteries had made of the antient monuments 
of learning; and that, if it was not remedied, they 
would all periſh: whereupon he wrote a letter to 
Cromwell, earl of Eſſex*, prime miniſter, and the 
King's vice-gerent in eccleſiaſtical affairs, dated 
July 16h, wherein ehe intreats him to give him aid 
and aſſiſtance in bringing to light many antient 
Authors, and in ſending them to the King's library, 
Who, he knew well, had no little eſteem for them“ 


In this laborious taſk, our Author never loſt ſight 


* to bring owte of deadlye darkneſs into hvelye 
 Hohte” whatever might anſwer the purport of his 
commiſſion, and the intent of his royal maſter. To 
this end, he made diligent ſearch into the vel) 
bowels of Antiquity, and * travelled as wele on 
the ſea coaſts, as in the midland parts of the king- 
dom.“ But to ſpeak 1 in his own words, in an Addreſf 
to the King®, in the 37th year of his reign, Ann.

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Hiſtorians and national Records were carried abroad 
to the ſhame and ſcandal of the times. This neglect 


was not unnoticed by Foreigners, and « the ſtrange 
« and miſerable havock made of books, and other 
precious monuments of learning, induced many 
« young ſtudents, from Germany eſpecially, to come 
« into England, who took advantage of the times, 


Land returned home with many books out of the 


« public libraries, and publiſhed them at the preſs 
of Frobenius® and other Printers”. 


This national injury LELanD particularly takes 


notice of in his letter to Cromwell above-mentioned. 


« —It would be a great profit to ſtudents, and ho-

« ſend daily young ſcholars hither, that ſpoileth

King Henry was truly ſenſible, of the indefatiga- 


ble induſtry and labour of his Antiquary, and 
amply rewarded him. After he returned from his

| him, by the name of Jonn Lees: ſchohr, and 
the King's chaplain, a canonry or prebend of King's 
College, now Chriſt Church College in Oxon?; and 
alſo, about the ſame time, the prebend of eaſt and 
weſt Knowle, near to Saliſbury in Wilts. 


Ann. 1545, Henry 34, the College in Oxford was 
ſurrenderd to the King; and, on the diſſolution of 
that houſe, the canons had penſions allowed them for 
their ſupport and maintenance. LELAND had none 
«allotted to him, but was otherwiſe provided for“; 
and moſt probably the prebend of eaſt and weft 
Knowle was given him on this diſſolution, as a mark 
of royal favour, and that he might not depend on 
the uncertainty of an annual ſtipend. 


This largeſſe and munificence of his royal Patron, 

is frequently acknowledged by our Author, and, 
among other, gratefully expreſſed i in the following- 
lines.

Whether LELAND ſucceeded in 1 bs BEER his 
endeavours, to engage an able aſſiſtant, it no where 
appears; but moſt certain one was neceſſary : For 
tho' he was a perſon of a clear judgment, and of 
great inſight, to diſcern the difference * between 
ſubſtantial and ſuperſtituous learning,” notwithſtand- | 
ing theſe and other natural endowments of his mind, 


it is no wonder this double labour, this ain 


taſk, to realize theſe undigeſted heaps, ſhould over- 


power the ſtrength of his conſtitution, and the 
ſpirits ſubmit to what nature could no longer ſup- 


port. This was the fate of LELANPD; and by this 
unfortunate event an end was put to his travail, 

and * a fatal ſtop to the ſatisfaction he was anxious 
to give his King and“ Country”. 


King Henry died January 28th, 1547, and pro- 


bably the great concerns of ſtate had for ſome time 
ſlackened the attention of the Court to his labours. 


The celebrated Mr. Bayle” ſuggeſts, that the Court

did not pay LtLanD his ſtipend, and gives this as 
a plauſable reaſon for his misfortune : But a co- 
temporary writer, who had better opportunity of 
information than Mr. Bayle, ſays, he was carnalibus 
curis alienus, ſuiq; oblitus, honorem ſpernit, ſpernit et 
divitias*. And indeed to a man fo entirely abſtracted 


from the world, pecuniary conſiderations could ſcarce 


be the object of his views: Beſides, being amply pro- 


vided for, by preferment in the Church, he had no 
dependance on the uncertain payment of a ſtipend; 
nor does it appear, from the circumſtances of his 


ſtation, that more than the common conveniences of 


life were either deſired or wanted: The proſecution 


of his great deſigns fully employed his thoughts, 
therefore, without ſearching for other cauſe, it may 


with good reaſon be concluded, that the death of his 
royal, and benevolent patron, by whom his labours 


were held in great eſteem, might give a damp to 


his ſtudies, and affect the mind of a man, weakened 


by fatigue, and immerſed in papers and retirement, 


parvula cella incluſusb. However, to whatever pri- 
mary or ſecond cauſe his diſorder may be aſſigned, 


he fell into a deep melancholy, and, in a ſhort time 


after, was totally deprived of his ſenſes. 


The anxiety of his mind at this time, and his 
great concern for the preſervation of his papers, 
are ſtrongly expreſſed in the following copy of verſes 
to Archbiſhop Cranmer; this may be concluded to

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His diſtemper being made known to K. Edward 
VI. his Majeſty, in Council, by letters patent, 
bearing date March 21, Ann. Dom. 1550, granted 


the cuſtody of him, by the name of John Leland 


Junior, to his brother John Leland ſenior . and for 


his better ſupport and maintenance, empowered him 
to receive the profits of the livings of Popeling, 


and Haſeley, with eaſt and weſt Knowle*. 


LELAND received no benefit from the aſſiſtance 
of friends, or of medicines, but continued in this 
fad ſtate to his death, April 18, 1552. In this 
interval of time, viz. Ann. 1549, Bale, his intimate 


acquaintance and friend, publiſhed his Addreſs to 
K. Henry, with his own annotations or commen- 


tary* beforementioned, and, on the little proſpect

Smith ©, which is here inſerted, with an engliſh tranſ-

On the demiſe of LtLanv, his papers were 


ſought after by perſons of the firſt rank and learning 


in the kingdom, as the greateſt treaſure. K. Ed- 


ward expreſſed great concern for his loſs; and in 


order to preſerve his valuable collections, ordered 
| in

in Council“, that all due care ſhould be taken 
to preſerve them from waſte, and falling into im- 
proper hands; to that end, his Majeſty committed 
them to the cuſtody of Sr. John Cheeke, his tutor, 
and at this time, latin ſecretary of ſtate; making 
no doubt, as Mr. Hearne expreſſes it*, a “ ſuitable 
gratuity to his brother, to whom he had granted the 
cuſtody of him, as is before mentioned, during his 


great calamity”, . 


By this royal appointment, Sr. John became ſeized 


of a large part of this great man's writings, which the 
ſame learned Editor' obſerves © he carefully read 


over, and extracted many things from them, and it 
is likely would have digeſted, compleated, and pub- 
liſned them, had he not been hindered by the iniquity 


of the times, occaſioned by the untimely death of K. 


Edward”. On the death of this Prince, Sr. John 
Checke himſelf, fell under great misfortunes, and 


"retired into Germany, and other foreign countries. 


Before his departure, he gave four volumes in folio, 
of LeLanpD's collections, to Humphrey Purefoy, 
Efq;* (a relation, and who was afterwards of the 


privy council to Q. Elizabeth, in the north part of 


England.) Theſe papers were by his fon Thomas 


Purefoy, in 1612, given to Mr. William Burton, a 


celebrated Antiquary of that time, and Author of 
the hiſtory of Leiceſterſhire : Mr. Burton got poſ-

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ſeſſion alſo of eight other volumes of LtLaxp's MSS. 
called his ITINERaRy, and after making uſe of them, 


in his hiſtory of that county, he depoſited them be- 


fore his death, in the year 1632, in the Bodleian li- 
brary, Oxford", as the moſt reſpectable and ſafe re- 
poſitory of theſe valuable monuments of national 
Antiquity. A large part alſo of LELANPD's papers, 
after the death of Sr. John Cheeke, came into the 
poſſeſſion of William Lord Paget, Sr. William Cecil, 


and others, till at length they fortunately fell into 


the hands of that eminent and diligent collector and 


preſerver of the national Antiquities, Sr. John Cor- 


ton. And in theſe two honourable archives they 
have happily remained, to the great advantage and

death. The latter indeed is ſufficiently known and 
declared above; in reſpect to the former, if it be ad- 
mitted that LExLAxD was born in the year 1506, which 


from many concurring circumſtances is moſt proba- 
ble, he muſt at his deceaſe be in the forty-ſixth year 


of his age, 


Having now brought our Author to his grave by 
the moſt melancholy event to which human nature 
is ſubje&, and at the period of time when the fruit 


of his worthy labours and induſtry was ripening 
into maturity, this ſection, or firſt part, cannot be 
better concluded than by the following verſes of 
LELAND's, wherein he expreſſes the doubtfull ſtate 
of his health, and his purpoſe to proſecute his ſtudies 
if life continued, or he be not prevented by ſickneſs 
or other incident.

This hiſtory is ſaid to be injurious to the nation, 
and faulty in many reſpects“; and the above men- 
tioned learned J. Caius fays* “ it was certainly true, 
that to prevent a diſcovery of the many errors of 
his hiſtory, Polydore collected and burnt a greater 
number of antient hiſtories and manuſcripts than 
would have filled, and loaded a waggon”. An Act 
ſo flagitious and deſtructive to religion and learn- 
ing, could not but raiſe the juſt indignation of 
our Author, whoſe great zeal, on the contrary, was

By theſe inſtances of candour and liberality, 
the charge of vain- glory muſt be conſidered as the 
ſudden flights (as Bale above obſerves) of a poeti- 
cal wit, of a mind intoxicated with the waters of 
Helicon, the common attendant on the Muſes.

greateſt genius that ever Was“. This may, in like 
manner, be conſtrued vain- glory and ſelf-conceit, by 
the prejudiced, to the great merit and fame of this 
eminent writer of the preſent age. 


Beſides his poetic flights, c one inſtance indeed is 
to be met with, where our Author anſwers to a 
charge on his veracity with great ſharpneſs of ex- 


preſſion, and may be thought to ſpeak of himſelf 


with an air of ſuperiority and boaſting. This paſ- 
ſage, which relates alſo to that antient ſtructure

reſpect to LE LAND, it appears from what has been 
obſerved in the foregoing pages, and the ample 


Teftimonia that follow, that he was an extraordinary

_ own merit and ſufficiency, and that the demeanour 
and management of himſelf was more fitted to 
the greatneſs of his mind, than his private ſtation. 


It is moſt extraordinary and cannot be paſſed by 
vnnoticed, after what is obſerved above, and the 
general concurrence of ages, that the learned Dr. 
Smith, whom we have before quoted to our Author's 
commendation, ſhould charge LELAND with want of 
judgment, and the knowlede oe of languages*, and 
could not give due commendation alſo to Camden,

The Account of LtLanp's Papers contimaed. 


T was Ari apparent chat in the diſperſed d 
of LELANPD's papers they were the object 
of plagiariſm: the firſt and principal charge of 
this kind was brought by Mr. Ralph Brooke, 
Yorke Heralde', againſt the learned Mr. Camden, 
after the Britannia was a fourth time publiſhed, 
in the year 1594*. In the concluſion of this work, 
Brooke addreſſes Mr. Camden in theſe "words; 
& To the ende the worlde may knowe with whoſe 
plumes you have fethered your neſt I have here- 
unto annexed a New-yeeres gyft to K. Henrie the 
eight by that worthy and learned Engl ſhe Anti- 
quarie maiſter JohN LEYLAN D, by which it may 
appeare vnto the indifferent reader, who was the 
firſt author and contriver of this late borne. 
Britannia, either he whoſe name is cleane razed 
and blotted out, or you that have both taken the 
tytle and whole credite thereof to yourſelf”.

folowinge will plenteouſly declare it. 
They treat what is in ych commenwelth 
to = folowed, and what to be chefely 
eſchewed. What cauſeth a realme to 
floryſne, and what doth dyminiſh the 
eſtate therof, wyth a thouſande of like 
matters. They much deceyue Chriſten 
Prynces, that diſſwade them from ver- 
ruouſe ſtudie of the ſacred ſcryptures, 
and Chronicles, as the vyrulent papy- 
ſtes haue done by al practyſes poſſible 
to make them the ymages of theyr beaft- 
ly father of Rome, Apoc. x11. 

Moſt of all it becometh a kynge, to 
knowe the lawes of the Lorde, for he 
here in earthe by power repreſenteth 
huys eternall maieſte. Be learned (ſaith 
David) ye kinges that judge the world 
embrace good inſtruccyons, leaſt he in 
his anger do 1uſtly abhorre yow. Pſal. 
11. The honour of a kynge (ſayth Salo- 
mon) ſtandeth not in ſtrengthe, and 
ryches, but in the ſearche of wholſome 
doctryne, to dyuide the droſſe from the 
{yluer, and to folowe Goddes holy com- 
mandementes, Prov. xxv. A ſaying it 


was a thouſande, a hondred, and xxx 
yeares

yeares a go, ſuche tyme as Paulus O- 
roſius was here a wryter, that the doc- 
tryne of Chriſt was cauſe of the decay 


of the commenwealth of the Romanes. 


Againſt them that ſo blaſphemouſly ba- 
bled, the ſayde Oroſius wrote. vii. no- 
ble bokes, as a confutacion of that per- 
nycyouſe errour : yet is that moſte un- 
happy and deuylyſhe opynyon, nowe 
rayſed up agayne from hell, and brought 
hyther into Englande, by a great nom- 
bre of obſtynate Papyſtes, and deſpe- 


rate ly bertynes (it is to be feared) to the 
dreadfull dampnacyon of manye. If 


any plage or puniſhment for ſynne ſo 
chaunce upon us, by the ryghtful hand 


of God, then is the Goſpel or meſſage 


of faluacyon, wrongfully accuſed and 
noyſed abroade, to be the chefe cauſe, 


and ſturrer up therof, and not theyr 


owne fornycacyon and brybery wyth 
a thouſande myſchieues more, whiche 
calleth to God for dayly vengeance. 
We had neuer good worlde (ſaye 
they) ſens thys newe learnynge came 


in, neyther are we lyke to have, tyll it 


be clerely banyſhed agayne. O voyce 
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; The Epiſtle 
more aparaunt to come from deuylfes 
then from men chriſtened. The fonne of 
the lyuinge God Jeſus Chriſt ſheweth 
vs the playne cauſe, why theſe wycked 
perſones ſo obſtynatlye dwell in the 
hate of hys heauenly word. Euery one 
(ſayth he) that worketh wyckedneſſe 
doth abhorre that lyghte, becauſe they 
wyll not their myſchieues therby to be 
knowne. For that lyghte manyfeſteth 
to the worlde, their fowle naughty do- 
ynges, and ſhameful oppreſſions to re- 
buke. John. iii. Theſe ſeke but to reigne 
here in a fleſhelye lyberte, ouer other 
mennes wynes & goodes, for the time 
of theyr curſed lyues, whiche the ſcrip- 
tures wyl not permyt them. And ther- 
fore they fret at the very harte, & would 
haue them bannyſhed the contrey, that 
they ſo myghte lyue here wythoute 
checke. Theſe wyth ſuche other moſte 
deteſtable abuſes, whoſe due reforma- 
cyon chiefely belongeth to a king, may 
as in a clere mirrour, be ſeane in the ſaid 
ſcryptures and chronycles. It may al- 
ſo in them be perceyued, wherof they 
aryſe, and how they may wele by good

ordre be abolyſhed. And therfore I rec. 
ken the contynual ſearche of them, to a 
Chriſten Gouernoure moſt neceſſary. 

| We fynde Exodi. i. that the mighty 
Magiſtrate vndre God Moyſes, among 
his other moſt worthy actes, droue the 
deuouryng locuſtes, which had in Egypte 
deſtroyed al that was grene upon the 


earthe, into the reade lea, and there 


drowned them fo, that they were no more 
ſene. The like wrought your highneſſes 
moſt noble father of excellent memory 
Kynge Henry the viii. though it were 
in an other kinde, ſuche time as he dyſ- 
charged this his realme of Antichriſtes 
noyful cattel, Monkes, Chanons, Frires, 
Nonnes, Heremites, Perdoners, and ſoule 
ſyngers, with other execrable ſectes 
of perdicion. Neuertheleſſe oure Egyp- 
pcyanes both of the clergye, and layte, 
haue ſoughte euer ſens, and yet ſeketh 


to this daye, to leade youre Maieſties 
people in a palpable kynde of darke- 


neſſe by their maſſes, and other ſorce- 


rouſe witchcraftes, as lately apered 


in the laſt commocyon of Cornewale 
and Deuenſhyre, to reduce them a-

gayne to the olde obedyence of the great 


Pharao of Rome, in the ſtynkyng kynge- 


dome of ydolatry. But your noble coun- 


ſell, to withſtande thys vyolence, hath 


hytherto moſte worthelye wrought, in 
the myghtie worde of the Lorde, and 
in the ſtronge power of your regall 
rodde, to dryue thys horryble plage of 


darkneſſe from the face of thys earthe, 


and our good hope 1s, that they wyl 
gracyoully ſo ſtyll continue. 5 
Salomon is commended of Jeſus the 


ſonne of Syrach, Eccle. xlvii. for that 
the Lorde had hym replenyſned wyth 


all wy{dome, and for hys lake had dry- 
uen the enemyes awaye farre of, that 
he myghte buylde an howſe in hys nan e, 


and prepare vnto hym a ſanctuary for 


euer, whych al to this daye we behold 


in youre kyngelye perſone fulfylled, 


prayeng vnto God that it maye fo ſty] 
endure. As in your pryncelye begyn- 
nynges ye apere vnto vs a very Joſias 
both in your tendre youthe and vertuouſe 
educacyon, ſo our ipecyal hope is, that 
in your dayly procedinges ye wyl ity] 
perſeuer the lame.

be prayſed for it. For by your gracy-

ZZ N what eſtymacion An- 
W tyquytees have bene had 
amonge men of graue 
wyttes and iudgementes, 
the hyſtoryes whyche are, 
as eftyfyerh Cicero, the maſtreſſes of 
lyfe and expoſytours of tymes, haue 
not omytted to declare. The moſt aun- 
cyent and authoryſable Antiquytees are 
thoſe, whych Moles left to the Hebrues, 
and Beroſus to the Caldeanes, as moſte 
precyouſe treaſure, and lyuelye memo- 
ryalles in wrytinge, that both the Jewes 
and the Gentyles, and in them all na- 
cyons of the worlde myghte thereby 
knowe theyr orygynall begynnynges. 
What hath bene done beſydes in the 
by 


them whyche haue of longe time bene 


exercyſed 


The anfon. 
exercyſed in the readyng of theyr moſt 
auncyent chronycles. Though Gyldas g,1qzs. 
Badonicus do reporte on the one 1yde, 
in his fyrſt treatiſe de excidio Britanniæ, 
that all the olde monumentes of the 
Brytaynes hadde peryſhed atore hys 
tyme, and were partlye brente by the 
enemyes, . and partlye conueyed into 
other landes by them that fledde from 
hens. And although that Bedas Gir- Bedas 
winus alſo on the other ſyde, in fettynge 
fourth the hyſtorye of the Englyſhe 
Saxons, doth omyt the Antiquytees 
of the ſeyd Brytaynes their predeceſ- 
ſours, partly of hate, as it is ſuppoſed, 
and partly for want of theyr olde wry- 
tynges. Yet remayned there of late 
yeares in ſerten lybraryes of thys realme Lybra- 
(J haue ſeane parte of them) the moſte ryes 
worthye monumentes, concernynge An- 
tiquite, of Ninianus, Patricius, Am- 
broſius Merlinus, Gildas Albanius, 
Merlinus Sylueſter, Theleſmus, Mel- 
kinus, Kentigeruus, Nennius, Samuel, wryters. 
and other lyke, of whome the more 
parte wrote longe afore them.

But thys is hyghly to be lamented, 
of all them that hath a naturall loue to 


their contrey, eyther yet to lerned An- 


tiquyte, whyche 1s a moſte ſyngular 
bewty to the ſame. That in turnynge 


ouer of the ſuperſtycyouſe monaſteryes, 


' Monkes, 


ſo lytle reſpecte was had to theyr lybra- 


ryes for the ſauegarde of thoſe noble and 
precyouſe monumentes. I do not denye 


It, but the monkes, chanons, and fry- 
res, were wycked both wayes, as the 


_ oyled Byſhoppes and preſtes for the more 


part are yet ſtyll. Fyrſt for ſo much as 


they were the profeſſed ſouldyours of 
Antichriſt, and next to that, for ſo muche 


Abbeyes; 


as they were moſte execrable lyuers. 
For theſe cauſes, I muſt confeſſe them 
moſt iuſtly ſuppreſſed. Yet this would 


I haue wyſhed (and I ſcarcely vtter it 


without teares) that the profytable corne 
had not ſo vnaduyſedly and vngodly 
peryſhed wyth the vnprofytable chaffe, 
nor the wholſome herbes with the 


vwholſome wedes, I meane the wor- 


thy workes of men godly mynded, 
and lyuelye memoryalles of our na- 


cyon, wyth thoſe layſy lubbers and 


popyſhe

popaſhe bellygoddes. But dyuerſe were Lubbers. 
the workers of thys deſolacyon, lyke 
as the thynges dyſſypated were dy- 
uerſe. The veryte and promyſe of our 
eternall God, made an ende of the 
popes dyſguyſed rable, as it wyll do 
hys remnaunt, whyche are wele knowne 
by their frutes. All plantes (fayth 
Chriſte) whyche my heauenlye father Maſmon- 
hath not planted, ſhall be plucked up Ser. 
by the rootes, leaſt anye longar the 
blynde leaders ſhoulde leade the dpa 
multytude. Math. xi. 

Auaryce was the other dyſpatcher, 
whych hath made an ende both of our 
lybraryes and bokes wythout reſpecte Couetyſe 
lyke as of other moſte honeſt commo- 
dytees, to no ſmall decaye of the com- 
men welthe. Cyrus the kynge of Per- Cyrus, 
ſeanes (as teſtifyeth Eſdras) had a no-

and alſo of the prynces actes, lawes, 

and commaundementes, that whan neceſ- 

ſyte ſhoulde requyre it, the certentie of

Prophete made a lybrarye alſo, and 
gathered into it bokes from all con- 
treyes, ſpecyally the bokes of the pro- 
phetes and of Dauid, the epyſtles and 
actes of the kynges, with ſerten annota- 
cyons and writynges, Judas Macha- 
beus addynge dyuerſe vyctoryes to the 
fame. ii. Macha, ii. Thus are buylders 
of lybraryes commended in the ſcrip- 
tures, than muſt their deſtroyers haue 
of the ſame, their juſtly deſerued infa- 
myes, namelye whan couetouſneſſe is 
founde the moſt buſy doar, whoſe wor- 
kes are alwayes to be deteſted. Wher- 
fore Salomon ſayth: A dyſcrete and iuſte 
rular much profyteth a lande, where a 
couetouſe rauenour deſtroyeth it agayne. 
Prouer. xxix. O moſt wycked auaryce, 
Saynte Paule calleth the a worſhyp- 
pynge of ydolles, whyche is a takyng 
awaye of all godly honour, Colloſ. 
ii. He fayth, thou art ſuche a temp- 
tacyon and inare of the deuyll, as 
bryngeth all to perdycyon. Yea, he 
reporteth the to be the roote of all myſ- 
chefe. i. Timot. vi. Nothynge vpon 
earth (ach Jeſus Syrach) is lo evyll,

as a couetouſe man. Eccle. x. . 
Neuer had we bene offended for the 
loſſe of our lybraryes, beynge ſo many Lybra. 
in nombre, and in ſo deſolate places res. 
for the more parte, yf the chiefe monu- 
mentes and moſte notable workes of 
our excellent wryters, had bene reſer- 
ued. If there had bene in euery ſhyre 
of Englande, but one ſolemyne lybrary, 
to the preſeruacyon of thoſe noble wor- 
kes, and preferrement of good lernyn- 
ges in oure poſteryte, it had bene yet 
ſumwhat. But to deſtroye all without 
conſyderacyon, is and wyll be vnto Deſtrue- 
Englande for euer, a moſte horryble n. 
infamy amonge the graue ſenyours of 
other nacyons, A greate nombre of them 
whych purchaſed thoſe ſuperſtycyouſe 
manſyons, reſerued of thoſe lybrarye 
bokes, ſome to ſerue theyr iakes, ſome 
to ſcoure theyr candelſtyckes, and ſome 
to rubbe their bootes. Some they ſolde 
to the groſſers and ſope ſellers, & ſome Sets. 
they ſent ouer ſee to the bokebynders, not 
in ſmall nombre, but at tymes whole 
ſhyppes full, to the wonderynge of the 
foren nacyons. Yea, the vnyuerſytees 
of 
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The pre ace. 
of thys realme, are not all clere in this 
deteſtable fact. But curſed is that bel- 
lye, whyche ſeketh to be fedde with 
ſuche vngodly gaynes, and ſo depelye 


ſhameth hys natural contreye. I knowe 


a merchaunt man, whych ſhall at thys 
tyme be nameleſſe, that boughte the 
contentes of two noble lybraryes for xl. 
ſhyllynges pryce, a ſhame it is to be 
ſpoken. Thys ſtuffe hath he occupyed 
in the ſtede of graye paper by the ſpace 
of more than theſe x. yeares, and yet he 
hath ſtore ynough for as many yeares 
to come. A prodygyuoſe example is 
this, and to be abhorred of all men which 
loue their nacyon as they ſhoulde do. 

O cyties of Englande, whole glory 
ſtandeth more in bellye chere, than in 
the ſerche of wyſdome godlye. How 
cometh it, that neyther you, nor yet 
your ydell maſmongers, have regarded 
thys moſt worthy commodyte of your 


contrey? I meane the conſeruacyon of 


your Antiquytees, and of the worthy 


labours of your lerned men: I thynke 
the renowme of ſuche a notable acte, 
wolde haue much longar endured, than

in. What els made the auncyent Grekes 
and Romanes, famouſe to the world, but 
ſuche vertuouſe and neceſſary prouyſyons 
in their commen welthes? What els 


hath made the Jewes now an obſcure 


nacyon, but the decaye of their kynge- 
dome and contiunall deſtruccyons beſy- 


des. Yea, what maye brynge our realme England 


to more ſhame and rebuke, than to haue 
it noyſed abroade, that we are deſpyſers 
of lernynge ? I iudge thys to be true, and 
viter it wyth heauyneſſe, that neyther 
the Brytaynes vnder the Romanes and 


Saxons, nor yet the Englyſhe people 
vndre the Danes and Normannes, had dammage 


euer ſuche dammage of their lerned mo- 
numentes, as we haue ſeane in our time.

Steppe you 
fourth now laſt of all, ye noble men and 
women (as there are in theſe dayes a great 
nombre of you moſt nobyllye lerned, 


prayſe be to God for it) and ſhewe your 


naturall noble hartes to your nacyon. 


Treade vndre your fete the unworthy ex- 


amples of theſe Heroſtrates or abhomyna- 


ble deſtroyars. And brynge you into the 
lyghte, that they kept longe in the dar- 


kenes, or els in theſe dayes ſeketh vt- 
terly to deſtroye. As ye fynde a notable 
Antyquyte, ſuche as are the hyſtoryes of 


Gildas and Nennius amonge the Bry- 


taynes, Stephanides and Aſſerius among

wanted. We have the fable of Dio Fables, 
clecyane and hys xxxin. Doughters, and 
how thys realme was called Albion ab 
albis rupibus, wyth lye and all, but the 
veryte as yet we haue not, how thys 
lande was fyrſt inhabyted. If we fynde 
them mixed wyth ſuperſtycyons, we 
ſhall meaſure them by the ſcriptures, 
and ſumwhat beare with the corrupcyon Corrup- 
of their tymes. Unknowne is it not cyon. 

vnto you, but that the moſt noble con- 
querours of the worlde, haue euermore 
had in muche pryce the Antiquytees of 
ſtoryes, and haue lerned of them the 
thynge which hath moſt increaſed their

Now come we to the author of thys 
preſent treatyſe, whyche plenteouſlye 
hath declared the abundaunce of a no- Leylande.

I muche do feare it that he was 
vaynegloryouſe, and that he had a 
poetycall wytt, whyche I lament, for 1 a2men- 
I iudge it one of the chefeſt thynges table. 
that cauſed hym to fall beſydes hys 
ryghte dyſcernynges. But thys dare 
I be holde to ſaye, as one that know- 
eth it (for I ſawe and redde of them 
in his ſtody, dyuerſe and many tymes) 
that he neuer promyſed to ſet fourth ſo 
manye workes as he had dygeſted in Workes 
an ordre, and had in a forwarde redy- 
neſſe to haue ſet fourth. And ſurelye in 
ſuche a ſort he handeled the matters by 
hym treated of, that (by my ſymple 
iudgement, if he had ſo fynyſhed them 
and ſet them fourth accordynge as he 
than intended and wolde haue done.

So lernedlye, 
tees. lyuelye, euydently, and groundedlye, 
and with ſuche authorytees (Vea, and 
as it were wyth a ſerten maieſtie) 
woulde he haue fullye and whollye 
paynted, deſcribed, or ſet fourth thys 
oure realme and all thynges therein, 
wyth all the domynyons thereof, and 
wyth all ſuche thynges as haue from 
tyme to tyme byn done in them. 
I was as famylyarlye acquaynted 
Acquaint- Wyth hym, as wyth whome I am beſt 
ed. acquaynted, and do knowe certenlye, 
that he from his youth was ſo erneſtly 
ſtudyouſe and deſyerouſe of our Anti- 
quytees, that alwayes hys whole ſto- 
dyes were dyrected to that ende.

moryals of their age. And conſy- 
dre agayne the wyckedneſſe of our 
tyme, how ungracyouſe and untowarde 
we are in the myddes of floryſh- 
ynge Iyterature, to exercyſe ourſel- 
ues in that moſte worthye offyce. 
Their labour was to holde thynges in 
remembrance, whych otherwyſe had 


moſt wretchedly peryſned. Our prac-

tyſes now are, to do ſo muche as in us 

lyeth, to deſtroye their frutefull founda- 
cyons. They were not ſo ready in ſet- 
tynge up for their tymes, but we in 
theſe dayes are as prompte to plucke 
downe (J meane the monumentes of 
lernynge) as though the worlde were 
now in hys lattre dottynge age, nygh 
drawynge to, an ende. The Hebrues, 
Grekes, and Romanes, were neuer 3 
towarde in thys noble veyne of wor- _ 
kynge, but we haue bene by all ages as 
untowarde. Notwithſtandynge ſome 
worthy. doars we haue had, whoſe no- 

ble workes we muche leſſe eſteme in 
theſe dayes, than ded the popyſh mon- 

kes and preſtes for their ydle tymes. 
For they at the leaſt permytted them

thouſande bokes, a ſyngular monu- 


ment of ſtudy and of dylygence amonge 
the Grekes, wyche wyth excedynge 
labour and layſer had gathered ſo wur- 


thye workes of ſo noble wyttes in ſo 


oreat nombre togyther, Jack Strawe Jack 
oa watte Tyler. ii. rebellyouſe cap- Straw. 


taynes of the commens in the tyme of 


Kynge Richarde the ſeconde, brent all 


the lawers bokes, regeſters, and wri- 


tynges within the cytie of London, as 
teſtifyeth Johan Maior and e in 


their chronycles.

Duke of Gloceſtre, for the fauer he Humfrey. 
bare to good letters, purchaſed a won- 
derfull nombre of bokes in all ſcyen- 
ces, wherof he frely gaue to 2 lybrary 
in Oxforde, a hondred and. xxix. fayre 
volumes. Thomas Gaſcoigne repor- 
teth in hys boke of the floudes of Ba- 
bylon, that the kynges here in En- 
glande, were wonte to holde a great 
nombre of good writers within the 
monaſteryes of their foundacyons, to 
non other ende, but only to coppie out 
the memorable workes of olde writers 
ſpecyally of the hyſtoryanes and chro- 
nyclers, that they myghte in their ly- 
braryes perpetually remayne, appoyn- 
tynge them great ſtypendes. And thys 
worthie example they had from tyme 
55 tyme of their fathers and 5 8 writers. 
ours. But alas (fayth he) they now 
peryſhe and come in great nombre to 
nought

nought for want of renuynge. What 
myghte thys good man haue ſayde in 
our tyme, yf he had ſeane this pyteouſe 
deſolacyon that we now beholde ? | 
A fewe of vs there be, that woulde 


gladly ſaue the moſte neceſſary monu- 


mentes of their dyſperſed remnaunt. 
But wretched pouerte wyll not per- 


myt vs to ſhewe to our contrey ſuche 
a a naturall and neceſſary benefyte. Ney- 


ther wyll they permyt vs theyr olde 
coppyes, whyche haue them in poſſeſ- 
ſyon, but rather they ſuffre them to 
rotte vndre their handes. Whan Be- 
das of Jaru wrote the chronycles of 
the Englyſhe Saxons, he had all the 


helpe that myghte be of the byſhoppes 


and lerned men here. Cymbertus wrote 
vnto hym all that was done in the pro- 
uynce of Lyndeſay, now called lynco- 
Ine ſhiere. Nothelmus ſent to hym alſo 


all that he hadde gathered togyther in 


Suſſex, Sothray, and Kente. Alcuing gaue 
hym hys labours and colleccyons for the 


prouynce of Yorke. Daniel of wynche 
ſtre made hym preuy of all that was 


done amonge the Weſtſaxons. And from 
1 all 


all other quarters of the land, were let- 
ters, ſcroules, and wrytinges, dyrected 
by maſſengers vnto him, to ayde that 
godly enterpriſe of his. As it was ones 
noyſed abroade in our tyme, that Con 


radus Geſuerus a great learned man Geſuerg 


of Tygur in Germany, was minded to 
put fourth his vniverſall Bibliotheke 
of all kindes of wryters, a nombre of 
learned men in Germany, Fraunce, and 
Italy, ſerched out the names of many 
ſtraunge authors, with the tytles of their 
workes, and ſente their good labours 
vato him to amplifie the ſame. So ded 
the printers alſo the cataloges and re- 
geſtres of their printed workes, to the 


| furtheraunce of good learninge and ho Helpers 


neſt report of their names, as vadoub- 
ted they all for ſo doynge are worthye. 
1 would to our lord that we had with- 
in this lande a nombre of learned men 
of the ſame honeſt zele to letters. So 
ſhulde our noble Antiquitees and mo- 
numentes of learninge be knowne to 
our poſteryte, and our people be reple- 
niſned with all Kyndes of good.

tes, Plato, Cicero, Virgyl, Aryſtotle, 
and Pliny. The nature of the ignoble anti-

Mark it fitable and precyouſe it is. So wele is 
he worthy of perpetuall fame that brin- 
geth a good worke to lyghte, as is he 
that fyrſt ded make it, and ought alwaies 
to be reckoned the ſecond father therof. 
For as VIpianus reporteth in his Pan- 
dectes, it is all one, a thynge not to be, 
and not to apere to the commen vſe. 
No edyfyenges on the earth, are to be 
compared to thys, yf we haue reſpecte 
to durable fame and renoume. All the 
Pantheons, Palaces, Amphitheaters, 
buildin- Caſtels, Capitols, and other monſtru- 
be. couſe buyldinges of the worlde, are not 
to vs ſo notable, as is yet the name of 
one Theophilus a citiezen of Antioche, 
to whom S. Luke in his tyme only de- 
dicated his Goſpel and Actes. No, ney 
ther the Labyrinth of Dedalus, nor yet 
the great pyllers of Herculcs, neyther 
yet here in England the Stonheng of 
Salyſbury playne, whyche (they ſay) 
1 was brought thydre from Irelande, by 
Merlyne Merlyne the Prophete of Wales. What 
els hath reduced the name of ſir Johan 
Bourchier the lord Barners to a fame 
immortal, but hys tranſlacyon of frol-

O that we had now the floryſhyng 
workes of Gildas, ſurnamed Cambrius,

Peter yet preached to the difperſed 
| bretherne. The Venecyans more than 
Ixxxviii. yeares ago for theyr commodite 
could fatche them out of Irelande, and 
haue them yet commen both at Venys 
and Rome, accountynge them a very 
ſpecyal treaſure. We neyther ſeke them, 
couete them, nor regarde them, though 


they be of our land the moſt precyouſe antiquite 


Antiquitees and excellent memoryal- 
les of learnynge, as teſtyfyeth both Li- 
lius Gyraldus in uitis poetarum, and alſo 
Pontius Virunnius in hiſtoria Britan- 
nica. I pray God we may ones right 
ly way our owne ſlouthful neglygence 
in thynges which myghte be greatlye 
to our honour, Then ſhoulde we ſone 
perceyue, what a poynt it were of igno- 
bylyte, to ſuffre ſuch workes to peryſh 
as we cayly with our eyes beholde.

A new and enlarged Edition of this Work 
was afterwards printed*, wherein the 
greater part of theſe Writers are mentioned. 
It is therefore judged unneceſſary to con- 
 tinue here, and load the preſent Volume 
with, a long hiſt of twenty pages of obſolete 
names, which by this ſpecimen muſt appear 
now altogether uſeleſs and of no account; 
for this reaſon, tbo we are willing to pre- 
ſerve the Authar's better part, or Declarg- 
tions on this ſubje, the names are diſcon- 
tinued; and if more is deſired, reference 
is rather made to this antient and rare 
Treatiſe, a Copy of which (ſcarce ever to 
be met with) is in the Bodleian Library.

Barz's converſion from Popery, and his active 


zeal for the Reformation, ſoon expoled him to 


the rage of the Romiſh Clergy: He was conve- 
ned before Dr. Lee, Archbiſhop of York, and 
again before Dr. Stokeſly, Biſhop of London, for 
preaching the Goſpel and marrying; and without 
doubt he had felt the perſecuting ſpirit of theſe 


Prelates, had not Lord Cromwele, as Fuller“ ob- 
ſerves, © reſcued him from their paws”. On the 
death of this nobleman, BaLz went into Germany, 
where he continued ſix years in exile; during 


which time he wrote ſeveral treatiſes in the Engliſh 


and Latin Tongues, both in verſe and proſe, chiet- 
iy tending to expole, by a ready wit and acute ex- 


preſſion, the abſurdities of Popery. He was re- 


called into England by K. Edward VI. and pre- 
ſented to che rectory of Biſhops-Stoke in the 
county

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county of Southampton. In Augult 1552, he was 


promoted to the See of Offory in Ireland. On his 


ſettlement in this dioceſſe he endeavoured to re- 


form the lives of the Prieſts, and eſtabliſh the li- 
turgy of the Church of England. K. Edward 
dying ſoon after, his good purpoſes became ine- 


fectual, and on the acceſſion of Q. Mary to the 


throne, expoſed him to freſh troubles; many of 


his ſervants were killed in the open field near his 
houſe in the harveſt ſeaſon, and his own life was held 


in the greateſt danger. On intimation that the 
Prieſts were plotting his death, he quitted his 


dioceſs, with-drew himſelf to Dublin, and made 


his eſcape from that port. In his paſſage he was 


taken by pirates, and ſtripped of all his money 
and effects; at length he recovered his liberty, and 


went to Baſil in Switzerland : He here printed the 


improved edition of his Scriptorum illuſtrium ma- 


joris Britannie Catalogus as is before mentioned , 


and continued in theſe foreign parts till the death 
of Mary. 


On the acceſſion of Q. Elizabeth to the crown, 
BaLE returned from this ſecond exile. On January 
1, 1559---60, he was nominated to a prebendary of 
Canterbury, and admitted prebend in the eleventh 
ſtall of that Church, February 10. following. He 
did not chuſe to return to Ireland, but contented 


with

eighth year of his age, leaving as Fuller ſays, a 

icholar's inventory, more books (many of his own 
making) than money behind him”. 


Les publiſhed Leland's MS. de viris illuftribus, 


and much enlarged that work in the laſt edition 


of the Britiſh Writers, He is charged by the Pa- 
piſts with enveighing againſt the Monks and Ro- 


miſh Clergy with bitterneſs of expreſſion. It is 


certain he uſes great aſperity m his writings when 


he ſpeaks of the Popiſh Clergy in general, and 
the ſuperſtituous doctrines of that Church: He 


knew the ſcandalous lives of the one, and the 


pernicious errors of the other. His own ſuffer- 


ings, and the fiery perſecutions of the pious Re- 


formers, without doubt raiſed reſentment in a warm 


mind; the anger of a man who had himſelf eſcaped 
the flames; for oppreſſion and ill uſage, as Fuller 
ſays s,“ will make any man angry, therefore give 
loſers leave to ſpeak, and ſpeakers to be cholerick 
in ſuch caſes”. Again, Barr rails not more on 
Papiſts than Pitts, on the contrary fide, does on 
Proteſtant Writers, whilſt the diſcreet reader, par- 


ing off the extravagances of paſſion on each ſide, 


may benefit himſelf in quietneſs, from their loud 
and clamarous invectives“. 


However warm BaLz may expreſs himſelf againſt 


the 
Church Hiſtory, Book 1x, p. 68, 
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the Monks and Fryers, the Inhabitants, with equal 
warmth he laments the deſolation of their houſes, 
that the ancient manſions and monaſteries did not 
eſcape the general ſpoyle, but had remained mo- 
numents of national ſplendor, to the honour of the 
benevolent-Founders*. That the preſervation alſo of 
the public libraries and antient literature was no leſs 


his concern, is evident from many particulars in 


the preceeding parts of this volume : In this be- 
neficient employ he followed the example of his 
great cotemporary LELanD, with whom he writes 
« he was as famylyarlye acquaynted as with whome 
Tam beſt * acquaynted”; but probably his well-meant 
zeal to preſerve from the general waſte of the 


times whatever he could acquire, was not con- 
ducted with equal diſcernment, © he did not divide 


the unprofytable chaffe from the more profytable 
*corne”. This gave occaſion to animadverſion from 
his enemies. The abovementioned J. Pitts“, in the 
true ſpirit of popiſh zeal, has forced even the moſt 
opprobrious language to diſcredit his character and 
_ writings, Balæus homo erat tenui auftoritate, cuiq ; 


nulla fides adbibenda; whilſt, to a candid mind, his 


molt illiberal abuſe more greatly diſcredits himſelf. 


The diſingenuity of this writer in other inftances is 


remarked before. A. Wood allo reflects on Bale

Other writers have indiſcriminately 
copied theſe authors. At this diſtance of time, and 


an age, when religious prejudice happily ſubſides, 


it 23 better to attend to a modern writer of unquel- 
toned drfcernment?, who ſpeaking of Bx ſays he 


was Antiquitatam Britannicarum diligentiſſimus perſcru- 


terror ; and, in regard to the above charge on his vera- 
city, oblerves Magis inviaec/e quam juſte hæc objiciunt 
noffrates.

By his Diligence and quick Parts from the low- 


eſt Boy in the School (for he began his Accidence 


at his firſt Coming;) Not only the Maſter him- 
ſelf, but all the other Boys had a very particular 
Reſpect for him, and could not but admire and 
applaud his Induſtry and Application: When any 
Difference aroſe, the other Boys would more of- 
ten come to him for Reſolution, than they would 


to the Maſter, and they would often ſay they re- 
ceived more Satisfaction from him than they did 


from the Maſter himſelf, eſpecially if a Point of 
our Engliſh Hiſtory was mentioned, to the read- 
ing of which he was naturally addicted. 

Mr. Cherry being fully fatisfied of the great 
and ſurprizing Progreſs he had made, by the ad- 
vice of that good and learned Man Mr. Dodwell ©

he did about Eaſter in 1695. and provided for

So 'twas to the Pains theſe two good Men took at 
this time that he owed a conſiderable Share of his 
Learning, in which he likewiſe received ſome Be-

Mr. Cherry having hitherto taken ſuch parti

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Copies of Mr. Dodwell's Paræneſis, one of which 


was deſigned to have been ſent into Sweden to be 


printed. Many Attempts were made to get it done 


but all proving in vain, it was printed at laſt at 
London from one of the ſaid Copies, and made 


a great Noiſe as ſoon as it came out, which oc- 


caſioned Mr. Thomas Browne * to tranſlate it into 
Engliſh, which he did much to the Satisfaction of 
the Author who often commended it. 

Mr. Cherry read over this Book before it was 


printed, and objected ſeveral things in relation to 


the Author's Hypotheſis, upon which Mr. Dod- 


well inſerted ſeveral new Paragraphs, but Mr. 


Cherry could not prevail on him to ſtrike out, or 
alter any Particular. Dr. Hickes and others ſaw 
it alſo before it was printed, and were diſpleaſed, 
not ſo much with the Arguments in it drawn 
from Antiquity, as with what he writes at the 
beginning concerning the Origin of Schiſm.

went to the Bodleian Library every day, and ſtu- 
died there as long as the time allowed by the 
Statutes would admit : This Diligence being ta- 


| ken notice of by all Perſons that came thither, 


and his ſkill in Books being likewiſe well known 
to thoſe with whom he had at any time converſed, 
occaſioned Mr. (afterwards Dr.) Hudſon ' ſoon as 
he was elected Library Keeper to take him in, 
by conſent and with the leave of the Curators, as 
Aſſiſtant Keeper, the Library being at that time 
in very great Confuſion, and requiring the Care 
of a very diligent and knowing Perſon to put it 
in Order. | 

Being ſettled in this Employment, it is incre- 
dible what Pains he took in regulating the Li- 
brary, in Order to which he examined all the 


printed Books in it, comparing every Volume with 


the Catalogue ſet out many Years before by Dr. 


Hyde: = He found by this means many Books 
not numbered at all, and others numbered or 


catalogued ſo very imperfectly, as rendered Dr. 
Liyde's en in many egen very uſeleſs.

He wrote down all his notes in an interleaved 
Copy of the ſaid printed Catalogue, and after- 


wards tranſcribed them anew into two Volumes, 
entitling the Work, Appendix Catalog; aororum im- 

preſſorum Bibliotheca Bodleianas 
This Work gave univerſal content, and it was 
deſigned to have been printed, Dr. Mander * 
then Vice-Chancellor giving orders for that end. 
But the deſign was afterwards laid aſide, and Dr. 


Hudſon intending to aſſume the honour both of 
this Appendix and of Dr. Hyde's Catalogue to 


himſelf, got both parts tranſcribed and thrown 


into one Alphabet, So that both are now to be 


printed together, and the Publiſher is to have the 


Credit of the whole Work, without any regard 


| had to the principal compilers. 


Dr. Hyde himſelf took not the leaſt notice of 


Mr. Emanuel Prichard, » though I have been well 


informed by Dr. Mill and others that | it was Chictly 
drawn up by him. 

This undertaking being happily finiſhed, Mr. 
Hearne immediately ſet about examining the MS. 
many of which he found not entered in Catalogues 
at all, and others very imperfectly. The printed 
Catalogue of MSS. had innumerable faults, many 


of which he carefully corrected. But as for the

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Books not at all entered before, ſome of them he 
put down 1n an interleaved Catalogue, and others 
he took notice of in a Folio Book provided for 
that purpoſe, which belongs now to that Library, 
and is of great ſervice to the Students there. 

The next thing he did for the Benefit of the 


Library was compleating the Catalogue of Coins, 


which had been many years before drawn. up, 


when Dr. Barlow was Library-Keeper, by Mr. 


Aſhmole in three Volumes in Folio. But many 
Coins having come into the Library ſince that 
time, and none of them having been entered, 
(for which reaſon a great deal of trouble was re- 
quired) Mr. Hearne put them down in vacant 
places that were left on purpoſe in the aforeſaid 
three Volumes now in the Bodleian Library. 
Some time after finiſhing this Work, William 


Raye * Eſqr. the Engliſh Conſul at Smyrna gave 


the Library a noble Collection of antient Coins, 
the greateſt Part of which were Greek, for which 
he had the Thanks of the Univerſity and the 


Honour of the Degree of Doctor in the Civil Law, 
he being then preſent in the Univerſity. Theſe 
Coins oe, ſeveral yours ee But at laſt

The Univerſity, at the ſame Time, conferred on him the 
Degree of LL. D, 


they 
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they were put into order, and an exact Catalogue 
made of them, by Mr. Hearne, which Catalogue 
he hath now by him, though he deſigned giving 
it to the Library, had not the ill Uſage he after- 
wards met with there obliged him to alter his 
mind: However for the uſe of thoſe who ſtudy 
Coins he put the name of each Coin upon their 
diſtinct Cells, which may ſerve inſtead of the larger 
Catalogue, which his © own ſtudies required him to 
keep by him. 
In Act Term 1703. he took the Degree of 
Maſter of Arts, there being then a Publick A&, 
though there had not been one for ſeveral years 
before. Sometime after this a Chaplainſhip of 
Corpus Chriſti College was offered him by the 
Reverend Dr. Thomas Turner © Preſident of that 
College, on Condition, that he kept his Place in 
the Publick Library ; Dr. Turner deſigning this 
Offer as a Kindneſs to him, and being unwilling 
that he ſhould leave the Library, where he had 
done ſuch great and eminent Service, and was 
like to be equally ſerviceable for the future. But 
he was forced to decline this Offer, Dr. Hudſon 
being reſolved that he ſhould hold nothing elſe 
with the Library, as he then openly declared; and 
that he was in earneſt appeared openly enough 
from ſomewhat he did ſome years after. 
Mr. Hearne having declined this Preferment, 
ſoon after the like Offer was made him of a Chap-

| lainſhip 
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lainſhip of All-Souls College by the Warden“ of 
that Houſe, but it was with ſome Condition, and 
therefore he was likewiſe obliged to decline it; 
Dr. Hudſon having by this time ſpoke to, and 
fixed upon one to ſucceed him in the Library, out 
of which he deſigned to get him ejected, if he 
preſumed to hold any thing elſe with it. 
In 1712. He became ſecond Keeper of the Bod. 
leian Library, upon the death of Mr. John Crabb, 
This Place he accepted on Condition that he 
might be Janitor ſtill alſo, a thing that was ſoon 
granted, though with this Proviſo, that the Salary 
(though not the Shewing the Anatomy School!) 
ſhould go to an under Officer, that was to ring 
the Bell and attend as an Aſſiſtant. *T'was by vir- 
tue of theſe. two Offices of under or ſecond Li- 
brary Keeper and Janitor being united or Joined 
together, that Mr. Hearne ſtill kept the Keys of 
the Library, and opened the Door Morning and 
Evening, and had the liberty of entering and g- 
ing out as often as he pleaſed. 
Soon after Mr. Hearne was troubled on account 
of his printing Mr. Dodwell's Diſcourſe de Parma 
Equeſtri Woodwardiana, with a Catalogue of that

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great Man's publiſhed Pieces before it. Dr. Gar- 
diner who was then Vice-Chancellor, and Dr. 
Charlett * and ſome others were vexed at the 
Unity of the forementioned Poſts in the Library, 
and they contrived therefore to make Mr. Hearne 
uneaſy, fo that 'twill be no wonder, to ſuch as 
have heard of the ill temper of theſe two Men, 


to tell that Dr. Hudſon was one of thoſe that were 


the occaſion of that trouble. 
And it is thought, if one of the Proctors had 


not been abſent, the Vice-Chancellor Dr. Gardi- 


ner, who ſhewed a particular Hatred to the Pub- 
liner, would have proceeded to Expulſion, by 
Virtue of the Statute Tit. x. Sect. 11. F. 2.” 
There was nothing objected againſt him, but 
what he had ſaid in the preliminary Part of 


this Book, viz. that Mr. Dodwell was a very ho- 


neſt Man, a Nonjuror, a great Sufferer for his 
Integrity, that Thomas Milles = Biſhop of Water- 
ford and Liſmore had written in his Defence 
about the Schilm, notwithſtanding, for the ſake 
of Freverinent, he acted quite otherwiſe after-

wards, with other Particulars of the ſame kind, 
But one of the Proctors being abſent at the Meet- 
ing, as has been already ſaid, there was no other 
Penalty inflicted, but ſuppreſſing the Book, for 
which a formal Order was drawn up, though with 


ſuch blunders as made the Authors very ridi- 


culous. 

In the year 1713. Dr. Halley was made Secre- 
tary of the Royal Society, in the room of Dr, 
Sloan, who religned. An Offer was made at this 
time to Mr. Hearne of being Librarian to the 
Society, and Keeper of their Muſeum, which 
however he declined, his Circumſtances not per- 


mitting him to leave Oxford: And much about 


the ſame time too he excuſed himſelf from being 


made an Honorary Fellow of the Royal Society, | 


of which he would have been unanimouſly elected, 
if he had not declared his Diſapprobation to a 


Friend, at the ſame time however ſignifying his | 


Gratitude and his Senſe of the great Honour in- 
tended him. 


On January 19. 17:4. he was very 3 
elected Architypographus and Superior or Eſquire 


Beadle in the Civil Law, of the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford. This Honour being conferred upon him in 


| ſo generous a manner, even when he endeavoured

as 
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25 much as he could in Prudence to decline it, he 
deſigned: to have relinquiſhed his Poſt in the Li- 
brary. But finding preſently after the Election 
that Dr. Gardiner the Vice-Chancellor and ſome 
others had juſt put in a Common Printer to be 
Architypographus by virtue of their own Autho- 
rity, though the ſaid Printer was by no means 
qualified, Mr. Hearne altered his Deſign and re- 
ſolved now to keep in the Library, till ſuch time as 
he could be put in poſſeſſion of the Architypogra- 
phus's Poſt to which he had been elected, and for 
which he was judged the beſt qualified in the 


Univerſity. The Vice-Chancellor and others main- 
tained what they had done; and Dr. Hudſon, ſo 


” happened, agreed with them, tho? the Statute | 


is expreſsly againſt their Proceedings; by virtue 
of which the Superior Beadleſhip of Law 1s for 
ever annexed to the Office of Architypographus ; 
and *twas ſurely upon account of the latter that 
Mr. Hearne was elected, as the Statute enjoins 
that a man well ſkilled in Greek, Latin, and 


| Philological Learning, ſhould enjoy this place. So 


that Dr. Gardiner and others who ſeparated theſe 
two Offices of Architypographus and Beadle, have 


ated directly againſt Statute, and are therefore 


anſwerable for that and all the miſchiefs that are 
likely to enſue from hence. 
Dr. Gardiner and others that Joined with him, 


ſeeing Mr. Hearne reſolved to continue Librarian, 


contrived now another method, and that was to 
eject him by force. Accordingly on the cighth 
C of 
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of November in 1715. being the day of Vig. 
tation of the Bodleian Library, Dr. Hudſon makes 
a Complaint to the Viſitors, pretending that 
the Office of Under Librarian and Beadle were 
inconſiſtent: upon which they drew up and 
ſigned an Order (Dr. Baron“ as Vice-Chancellor 


being firſt, though he had told Mr. Hearne be. 
fore, in the morning of that very day, that he 


would not be a judge) that it was their opinion 
that thoſe two places were inconſiſtent, and that 
therefore he ſhould have the Salary no longer than 
St. Thomas's day next enſuing, and that after- 
wards Dr. Hudſon ſhould have the libetty of pur- 
ting in another. Upon this Mr. Hearne reſigned 
the Beadleſhip (though the reſignation was not 


upon ſtampt Paper, noratteſted by, or done be- 


fore, a public Notary) *' before he went out of the 
Library, leaving the ſtaff with the Vice-Chancellor 
upon the Library Stairs, and three days after Mr. 
William Muſſendine, M. A. and Fellow of Mag- 
dalen College was elected Beadle in his room. 
In the afternoon of the ſame day new keys were 
made to the Library and the locks altered by the

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care of Dr. Hudſon; ſo that the next day Mr. 


Hearne could not get into the Library as uſual, 
to perform the duty of his place, and to carry on 
his Studies, but was forced to depend upon the 
pleaſure of another, who had new keys delivered 
him, and broke in upon Mr. Hearne's Office, 


without his leave and conſent. 


Notwithſtanding this he continued to execute 


the Office of Librarian when he could get into | 


the Library, till the 23d day of January follow- 
ing, when he deſiſted upon account of the Oaths, 
that being the laſt day fixed by the new Act, after 


which if he had acted he muſt have forfeited five 
hundred pounds and incurred other Penalties, by 


reaſon he could not comply with what was im- 
poſed in that Act. Theſe meaſures were taken by 


him deliberately and with good advice: for tho 


ſome ſaid he was not included in that Act, yet his 
beſt friends thought it moſt proper not to truſt to 


that, but to fortify himſelf againſt attacks by de- 
ſiſting from acting as Librarian, eſpecially ſince 
be had already met with ſuch very ill treatment. 


Some time after this, viz. on Friday March 2. 
1715. there was a Meeting of the Viſitors of the 


Library to conſider the affair of Under Librarian. 


This Meeting was in the Under-Keeper's Study 
in the Gallery. Complaint was made by Dr. Hud- 
fon, that Mr, Hearne neglected the Duty of Un- 
der-Librarian. To this Mr. Hearne gave two 
Reaſons, 1ſt, that he was excluded or debarred 
the Library by Dr. Hudſon, who had got new 

2 2 . keys, 
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keys, though Mr, Hearne ſaid he neither had re. 

ſigned or intended it. 2dly, That he had not ta- 
ken the Oaths (which he thought might be the 

principal Motive for this rigorous Proceeding) 

and theſe two Reaſons he defired might be entered, 


The Vice-Chancellor ſaid he would not take No. 
tice of either, that they would inſiſt upon Neglect 
of Duty. Upon this an Oath was drawn up, it 
was penned by Dr, Hudſon ; the Subſtance was, 


that if new Complaints were made, Dr. Hudſon 
ſhould fill up at Lady-Day. Lady-Day being 
come, Dr. Hudſon filled up the Place by making 
one Fletcher M. A. at that time Chaplain, and 
and ſince that Fellow, of Queen's College, ſecond 
Librarian; ſo that Mr. Hearne from that time 
was ſo far from having his former Privilege in the 
Library, that he was denied the benefit even of a 
common Student. Nor did he receive the Salary 


due for the laſt half Year ending at the aforeſaid 
Lady-Day ; at which time alſo ſome other money 
was due to him upon account of the Library. In- 
deed, he might have received all this, only he was 
afraid his Enemies would have inſiſted upon the 
Act, and have made him incur the Penalties there 


aligned, had he taken any Salary or Fee. 

After all this bad Uſage he retired to Edmurd- 
Hall, and lived there very privately, carrying on 
his Studies in the ſame diligent manner he had 
done before, furniſhing himſclf with Books, partly 
from his Study, and partly by the help of Friends. 
Nor did he neglect the Publick, but conſtantly 

publiſhed 
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publiſhed Books, though not without conſiderable 
Interruptions occaſioned by his malicious Ene- 


mies. But the greateſt Obſtacle he met with was 


upon account of his Edition of Camden's Eliza- 


zeth, in the Preface of which having ſpoken 


ſome keen Truths, which nettled ſeveral Heads of 


| Houſes, he was proſecuted in the Vice-Chancellor's 
Court by Dr. Baron then Vice-Chancellor ( influ- 


enced chiefly by Dr. Charlet, Dr. Gardiner, and 
Dr. Hudſon) and prohibited printing. 

This Proſecution continued four Terms, or a 
Year, during which time he printed Nothing. Bur 


my Lord Arran * Chancellor of the Univerſity in- 
terfering and putting in a New Vice-Chancellor 
Dr. Shippen of Brazen-Noſe College, to the grief 
of Dr. Baron, a ſtop was put to their Proceedings, 


though not without very conſiderable loſs to Mr. 


Hearne; for they could not prove the Articles 
exhibited againſt him, yet he was condemned in 
Charge by Dr. Shippen (who however remitted 
part of them) and he was allowed the Liberty of 
printing again. 


As babes: ſo after this Suit, ſeveral Attempts 


| _ were made to draw him to London and ſettle him 
there, where he had a great many Friends, ſeveral | 


of whom thought he might be more ſerviceable 
there than by Continuing at Oxford. 
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Among others, John Anſtis, Eſqr. Garter Prin. 
cipal King at Arms propoſed to him the printing 
Mr, Petyts © MSS. Collections, for which Mr. 


Petyt had left four hundred pounds, but then it 


was upon this condition, that Mr, Hearne ſhould 
go to London, and that before the ſaid four hun- 
dred pounds were ſecured to him. If he would un- 
dertake the Work, Mr. Anſtis who was one of 
the Truſtees, did not doubt but to procure the 

Concurrence of the reſt that were concerned, and 
to have the buſineſs ſo adjuſted that Mr. Hearne 
ſhould have the ſaid four hundred pounds paid by 
way of Penſion, at a certain Sum, per annum, 

Mr. Hearne looked upon this as a very gene- 
rous Offer in Mr. Anſtis, but conſidering the 


danger of ſettled Penſions (as he was a Nonjuror) 


and withal having no very great Opinion of the 
Writings of Mr, Petyt, he modeſtly declined the 

Propoſal, at the ſame time telling his Friend 
Mr. Anſtis, that notwithſtanding his not caring to 


publiſh any of Mr. Petyt's own Writings, he was 


however willing to publiſh any old MSS. fit to be 
printed, that ſhould be among them (for Mr. 
Anſtis had informed him, that Mr. Petyt, beſides 


his own Writings, gave ſeveral old MSS. to the 
Library of the Inner-Temple) without any Gra- 
tuity out of Mr. Petyt's Money, provided he had 


— 
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time and might have them ſent to Oxford, at leaſt 


copied for kim by ſome ſkilful Hand, that either 


he or any other Perſon ſhould employ. 
Camden's Profeſſorſhip of Hiſtory becoming 


vacant in the Tear 1720. by the Death of Dr. 
Charles Aldworth of Magdalen College, Dr. Har- 
riſon of All-Souls was elected to ſucceed him; at 


which time it was given out that if Mr. Hearne 


would accept of this Place, as ſeveral urged him 


to do, he might have had it againſt all Oppoſition, 
being in the Opinion of ſuch as diſcourſed about the 


matter, the beſt qualified of any in England. But 
though this Poſt was altogether agreeable to his 


Genius and Inclination, yet he could by no means 
be drawn to act againſt his Conſcience, the Oaths 


being requiſite to hold it; and it was for the very 


ſame reaſon that ſome time before he declined the 


rich Parſonage of Bleechley in Buckinghamſhire, 
freely and voluntarily offered him by Browne Willis, 
Eſqr. who thereupon (by the Recommendation 


and Importunity of Dr. Smalridge, and Dr. Char- 


let) gave it to Dr. Wells, who very readily ac- 


cepted of it. So Mr. Hearne had alſo when he was 


publiſhing Livy, declined the Chaplainſhip of 
Corpus Chriſti College, offered to him (without 
leeking) by Dr. Turner Preſident of that College, 


— 
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urging him vehemently to accept it, telling him 


he would be a great Example in the College, ſince 


he had ſo great a Character for his Virtue, In. 
duſtry, and Learning, adding that he need not 
take the Oaths, that it was conſiſtent with his 
Poſt in the Library, which he would have him by 
no means leave. But nothing would prevail, and 
indeed Dr. Hudſon (as he declared) was reſolved 


to eject him out of the Library if he was Chap- 


lain. Not long after he refuſed the Chaplainſhip 
of All-Souls College, voluntarily offered him by 
Dr. Gardiner the Warden thereof. But theſe two 
laſt Offerings being mentioned above, it may ſeem 


too much like Repetition to have faid any n 
here on the Subject. 


On Auguſt 8. 1722. He had ſome Cotverſicion 
with Madam Cherry, Reli& of his beſt Friend 


Francis Cherry, Eſqr. before mentioned. She hap- 
pened to be then in Oxford, and had a great de- 
fire of ſeeing Mr. Hearne, who accordingly waited 


on her. Their diſcourſe was about Mr. Cherry's 
MSS. ſome of which Mr. Hearne had taken a 
Catalogue of in Mr. Cherry's Life-time, of ſuch as 
Mr. Cherry intended to put into his hands. She 
aſked Mr. Hearne when it was he took the ſaid 
Catalogue, he could not then exactly tell, but 
upon his return home he found that it was in No- 


vember 1712. of which he ſent Advice to Mrs. 
Dodwell, with a Requeſt that ſhe would be pleaſed 
to communicate it to Madam Cherry. 


On 
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On the 18th of October, 1728. Mr. Hearne's 
Father died in the ſeventy fifth Year of his Age, 
and the fifty third of his Clerkſhip, and was bu- 
ried (at Mr. Hearne's Expence) very decently in 
White Waltham Church-yard according to his own 
deſire, and after the funeral was over a Peal was 
rung as he alſo deſired. f 

A little before this a Print of Mr. Hearne, 


done by that eminent Engraver of Heads, Mr. 


Virtue, was handed up and down and much com- 


mended, which is here mentioned, becauſe it was 


done without the Conſent or Privity of Mr. 
Hearne. When Mr. Hearne was printing Will. 
Neubrigenſis, his Friend John Bridges, Eſqr. * 
being in Oxford, had with him Mr. Tilleman, a 


very curious and exact Drawer, who it ſeems ſtole 


his face, after which Mr. Bridges deſired at the 
Requeſt of his Friends that Mr. Hearne would 


permit it to be engraved, but this he denied. 


Notwithſtanding which, at laſt it was done, as hath 
been noted, without his leave, and 'tis judged to 
be excellently well done. 

On April 22. 1726. died Dr. Gardiner, Cuſtos 
Archivorum of the Univerſity. Several Gentlemen 
were very preſſing that Mr. Hearne ſhould ſtand 


for, at leaſt accept of this place without ſtanding 


firſt, they being ſure that all would unanimouſly 
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come in, if he would accept it. But he told them 
he was neither qualified nor ever ſhould be quali- 
| fied, as having neither taken the Oaths, nor de- 


ſigning to take them. This ſatisfied them, and ſo 
Mr. Wiſe of Trinity College v was fixed on. 
The

thouſand ſeven hundred aud eleven, elected Scholar, and after. 


wards Fellow of that Society. In 1719. he was appointed 


Under-Keeper of the Bodleian Library, and in 1727. was 


elected Cuſtos Archivorum by the Univerſity. At this Time he 
was domeſtic Chaplain to the Right Honourable the Earl of 


Guilford then Lord North, in whoſe family he frequently refi. 


_ ded at Wroxton in Oxfordſhire : by that Nobleman he was pre- 
ſented to the Donative or Curacy of Elsfield near Oxford, under 
whom alſo he held a ſmall Eſtate in that Place on a long Leafe, 
upon which be built a commodious little Houſe, where he re-

Mr, Hearne to accept of that Poſt (whether by 


my Lord's Direction or not is uncertain) but he 


abſolutely declined it, and gave ſuch reaſons as 
were very ſatisfactory, and ſo he was preſſed no 
farther. 
In the Year 1727. Camden's Profeſſorſhip of 
Hiſtory became vacant again by the Death of Dr. 
Harriſon, who died Auguſt the 6th that Year, and 
on the 1th of the fame Month Richard Frewin 
M. D. was unanimouſly elected in his room; Dr. 
Holdſworth of St. John's College having deſiſted 
by reaſon of his being a Divine, and therefore 
ineligible. 

Many preſſed Mr. Hearne to appear foe it ſay- 
ing that Dr. Frewin would not pretend to ſtand 
againſt him, but would immediately deſiſt; but 
Mr. Hearne utterly refuſed this and all other Pre- 
ferment, how profitable ſoever, upon Account of 
the Oaths, and he gave this as a Reaſon, which 


He had a younger Brother, Robert Wiſe, B. D. Fellow of 
Trinity College, Oxford, an eminent tutor there; an univerſal 
Scholar, more particularly an excellent Mathematician, but of 
ſuch extreme Diffidence and Modeſty, that had a longer life 


been allowed him, the public never would have reaped any ad-

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was very ſatisfactory to them: at the ſame time 
it was chiefly owing to him that Dr. Frewin ſuc- 
ceeded, Mr. Hearne having plainly made it ap- 


pear from Mr. Camden's letter to ſeveral of Dr. 
 Holdworth's Friends and others that Mr. Camden 
fully deſigned that his Reader or Profeſſor ſhould 


be neither in Orders or beneficed, and indeed it 
was allowed by the Generality, that this very Diſ- 
covery (which he had alſo made, though it was 
not ſo much taken notice of, when Dr. Harriſon 
ſtood) brought in Dr, Frewin. 


In December 1729. Mr. Bowles Chief Keeper 
of the Bodleian Library dying, an offer of the

able way, but he declined it as ſoon as ever men- 


tioned, as he had ten Years before alſo, when

Muſzi Aſhmoleanm, * not only on the Death

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have had him put in upon account of his Study of 
Antiquities, of which there are ſo many Remains 
in that Muſeum, but he preferred a good Con- 


ſcience before all manner of Preferment and 


worldly Honour. 
Among ſome Manuſcripts of his Patron Mr. 


Cherry, which were about this Time expected at 
the Bodleian Library, (Mrs. Cherry having, as 


was ſuppoſed, given them by Will) Mr. Hearne 
had been told there was a * Manuſcript of his, 


which he endeavoured in vain to recover, and 


this Diſappointment very much vexed him. Ac- 
cordingly he complains much, in the Memoirs 


of his own Life, which follow theſe Papers, of the 


detention of this MS. from him. Several Letters 
paſſed between him and Mrs. Anne Cherry rela- 
tive to this Subject, in which he repeats his Aſſu- 


rance that he never gave this Paper to her Father,

being, as was before obſerved, that it was given 


by Will, Mr, Hearne ſuſpected the truth of this 


Point alſo, and writing to the Rev. Mr. Frinſham 
on this Occaſion, ſoon found that there really was 
no ſuch Clauſe in the Teſtament of Mrs. Cherry. 


He looked therefore upon the Uſage he had re- 


ceived as the more harſh and unjuſt — on which 
Account it is no wonder that thoſe Papers which 


contain a detail of this Tranſaction are filled with 
Vindictive Obſervations and ſarcaſtic Reflections on 
the Characters of the Perſons concerned in it, It 


is to be wiſhed indeed that the Author's Deſires 


had been complied with, as the Subject of the 


Diſpute was of little Conſequence, and the refuial 


immediately occaſioned a Breach of Friendſhip be- 
tween him and his moſt intimate Friends, as well 
as produced afterwards a great deal of Vexation 


to himſelf. For the next Event which he records 


is the publication of this Letter with a Pretace 
prefixed, drawn up to diſgrace him and his Works 
in the Eye of the Publick. This he informs us

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acknowleged that this was an undeſerved Piece of 
Chaſtiſement, as Mr. Hearne had openly declared 

himſelf aſhamed of a tract written in his younger 
Days, and never intended for the Preſs. Beſides 


it may be obſerved that there was no Occaſion for 


ſuch a Publication, the moſt violent of that Party 
for whoſe Ule it was intended, being then become 


much more conformable; and it is certain that 


the Characters of ſome of the Perſons concerned, 
did not authorize their aſſuming the Right of 
inflicting this Puniſhment. 3 

The publication alluded to above, is well known 


by the Title of A Vindication of thoſe who take the 


Oath of Allegiance to his Preſent Majeſty, printed in 
the Year ſeventeen hundred and thirty one. The 
evident Deſign of this Pamphlet was to render 
the Character of Mr. Hearne ridiculous, not only 
as a lover of Antiquarian Literature, but alſo as a 
Man fixed in his Principles, and of Perſeverance in 
that which appeared to him juſt and honeſt. Vet 


_ notwithſtanding the Deſire of throwing upon him 
every poſſible kind of Abuſe, in both theſe Re- 
ſpects, the very Paſſages which they introduce to 


effe& that Purpoſe, contain in fact his real Cha- 
rafter. The Author of the Preface to the above- 


mentioned Publication, ſpeaks very remarkably of 
him in the following Words, © The Letter itſelf is 


a Vindication of thoſe who took the Oath of Allegiance 
to king William; and J cannot think it any bad part 
of a Man's Character to give bis Reaſons for com- 


plying 
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plying with the Oath, which others refuſed. T be Point 
was diſputable, and Cenſures no doubt were. paſed 


pon the Furors, as well as Non: jurors. His Reqſos 


for Compliance ( how weak ſoever in the Eyes of 


thoſe of a different Perſuaſion) were doubtleſs good j in 
his own, and if he has diſcovered better now for re. 


fuſing the Oath, than he before gave for the taking it, 


"tis an Argument, I think, of bis conſtant Enquiry 
after truth, and of his diſcharging his Conſcience as 
he improves in Knowledge. How unfortunate is it 


for the writer of this Preface, that his Malice 


ſhould thus diſappoint and cruſh itſelf ! This 


Paſſage among ſome others partly ſimilar, bears 


clear, though, from the Turn intended to be con- 


veyed in it, unwilling Teſtimony both to his im. 
partiality in enquiring after Truth, and to his 
| Steadineſs in holding it, when diſcovered. What 


Mr. Hearne therefore obſerves in his Memoirs 


muſt neceſſarily have been true, that the unwor- 
thy treatment he had received rather added to than 


diminiſhed his, Reputation among the judicious 
Part of Mankind, who found in the Excellence of 
his Works a ſufficient Indacement to pardon and 
overlook trivial failings. 


But even whilſt theſe efforts of his Enemies 


were exerted againſt him with unabated Violence, 


he did not at all intermit his uſual Diligence and 


Induſtry. Every year produced a new proof of 


his Concern for the Intereſts of Learning, by the 
publication 
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publication of ſome * ' Manuſcript, not obvious to 
kommon Eyes, nor ſuch as it was in the Power of 
every Reader to make publick. How uſeful ſuch 
4 Man was in his Time may be eſtimated from 
the Number of valuable pieces which lie hid in 
publick or private Repoſitories, of no utility even 
to the poſſeſſors of them, for want of Perſons who 
have perſeverance ehough to travel through the 
Drudgery, or ſpitit enough to hazard the Expenct 
of their publication. 

By a Life of the greateſt Regularity and lauda- 
ble Ecole! Mr. Hedrne was enabled in a great 
Meaſure to preveht this Injury to Literature; and 


it is no wonder that his Endeavours were affiſted 


by the Encouragetnent of many noble and opu- 
lent Patrons. I: might therefore be Matter of 
Surprize, though no Reflection upon his Charac- 
ter, that a Sum of money amounting to upwards 


of Gi thouſand Pounds, was found in his Room 


after his Deceaſe. His Death, which happened on 
the tenth of June, in the Year ſeventeen hundred 
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Tho' amidſt ſeveral very curious Pieces ſome occur which 
appear trifting to the Generality of Readers, yet there is ſcarce 
any of them which may not be ſerviceable to the ſtudies and 
literary purſuits of ſome particular ones. A judicious Col- 
leftion of the more curious papers publiſhed by him, would be 
4 valuable Work; but it is ſaid, that ſuch an Undertaking has 


not been carried into Execution for private Reaſons alpen ing | 
1 Jamily. 
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and thirty five, was occaſioned by a ſevere Cold, 
and a ſucceeding fever, which being improperly 
treated, terminated in a violent flux. He was hy. 


ried in the Church-yard of St. Peter's in the Eaft, 


where is erected over his Remains a Tomb with 
an Inſcription written by himſelf. * 


Since that Kind of Study purſued by Mr. Hearne 


is more general now, than it was in his Time, to 


praiſe and ſpeak well of Him will of Conſequence 
be more ſafe, as it will be better received. His chief 
Excellence fo often celebrated, but to the misfor- 
tune of Learning ſo little imitated, was unwearied 


Induſtry, which began almoſt with his Life, and 
continued in full Vigour till within a few weeks of 


his Death. By means of this Induſtry, and of a good 


Diſpoſition, he raiſed himſelf from the loweſt ſtate 
of Dependence, to a Station of Eaſe and Honour. 


When his Worth was in ſome ſort acknowledged, 
by the offer of the beſt Offices the Univerſity had 
to beſtow, he manifeſted uncommon Integrity in 


declining thoſe Offers, becauſe the Acceptance of; 
them appeared to him inconſiſtent with the Prin- 


ciples which he had adopted. If there was a ſin- 


gularity in his exterior Behaviour or Manner, which 
was the Jeſt of the Man of Wit and polite Lite,

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he ſecretly enjoyed the Approbation, Favour, and 
Correſpondence of the greateſt Men of the Age. 
Succeeding Times have given Teſtimony to his 
Abilities, which the Age, in which he lived, ſo 
lightly eſteemed. It is, at leaſt, not flattery, to con- 
ſider him, as a pattern to all, whoſe Duty it is as 
well as Inclination, to unite much Learning and 
Erudition, with the greateſt Plainneſs and Sim⸗

worthy Clergyman Mr. Bye; formerly Clerk of 


All-Souls Coll. — I did imagine that you would 
ſoon hear of the common report concerning Mr. 
Hearne's exit, of which I will faithfully relate the 
very truth. That he refuſed the Principal's Mi- 
niſterial Office, no one wonders but the Principal 
himſelf, who has been a main Inſtrument in ſpread- 
ing the common report. As to his not admitting 
Mr. Ball, the Nonjuring Clergyman, I have no 
more to ſay than this, that (to my certain know- 
ledge) Ball was a Man that Mr. Hearne had very 
little perſonal regard for. But, as to the admitting 


of Sir Fra, Curzon's Prieſt, I have ſomething to 


lay, that, | truſt, comes up to this point, My Friend 


6 died 
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died on June 10, I came to Oxford on the 19th. 
Hearing the common Report, and willing to be 
 fatisfied of the truth or falſity of it, I applyed to 
Johnſon, Manciple of Edmund- Hall, who attended 
him in his IIlneſs. — On June 15. I made this 
Memorandum from Johnſon's Mouth — “ June 


15. on this day three Weeks or Month, Sir Fran, 
Curzon's Prieſt was with Mr. Hearne about one 


Hour and half: Afterwards Mr. Hearne ſeemed 
very uneaſy and cholerick, and as if he had been 


in a great Paſſion ; he ſlept no more that After. 
\ Noon, as uſual.” — On another Day I made the 


following Memorandum, alſo from Johnſon's 
Mouth. -— Ever ſince Mr. Johnſon knew Mr. 
Hearne, the latter uſed to read the Pſalms and 
Leſſons for the day, according to the Liturgy and 
Rubrics of the Church of England. And for the 
laſt fortnight of his Life, He being very weak, 


Mr. Johnſon did at his requeſt often read the 


Pſalms and Leſſons to him. Johnſon never ſaw 
the Prieſt in the room ever ſince Mr. Powell of 


Sandford's Death, till this time. Before Powell's 


death he [the Prieſt] has been there ſometimes to 


carry away Books ſubſcribed for, but was never 
known to ſtay.” I doubt not but this Johnſon is 
ready to vouch the ſame to any one that enquires 


of him. Now I would beg leave to obſerve, that 
in all probability the Prieſt might come with a 
view to reconcile Mr. Hearne to the Church of 
Rome, as it has been uſual for them to make 

their 
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| their application to perſons in a weak condition, 


and as uſual to brag of their Succeſs, however 
they ſpeeded. And as Mr. Hearne abſented him- 
ſelf from the Publick Churches, and his notions 
with regard to Politicks tallyed with thoſe of the 


Papiſts, this might give the Prieſt (though ſo very 


ſlightly acquainted with him) the more aſſurance 
to attack him, I would obferve farther, that Mr. 


Hearne for a very conſiderable time before he 


died, dozed moſt part of the day. As I came 


through Oxford on may 19. I found him in that 
Condition. Now had this Prieſt actually admini- 


ſtered to him, I preſume that the Satisfaction of 
Mind, upon having received the Vialicum, would 
naturally (in the Condition he was in) have afford- 


ed him a ſerene Repoſe; to be ſure, no reafon can 
be aſſigned, why it ſhouid ſo immoderately have 
ruffled his Temper, as Johnſon teſtifies. In truth 


it looks as if the Prieſt had been attacking him, 


and as if too my good friend had withſtood his 


Attacks, and with more than common Zeal de- 
fended the Proteſtant Religion. As for the Door's 


being locked when the Prieſt was there, *twas no 


more (Your Lordſhip and all Mr. Hearne's ac- 


quaintance know) than what was ulual at his 
Room. — 


I humbly ſubmit this to your Lord- 


ſhip's Conſideration, being in my own mind moſt 
aſſured, that Mr. Hearne died a true Proteſtant. 
I am perſuaded that for ſome Years before his 
Death, few knew his Sentiments more intimately 
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with regard to moſt particulars than myſelf; for 


he was always very open to Me, and without re. 
ſerve. From the uniform tenor of his Converſa- 
tion, and from what I have above offered to your 
Lordſhip, I preſume to think the Principal, Mr. 
Ball, and the other reporters have not in this mat- 


ter acted the Chriſtian part, ſo well as Mr. Hearne 
ever did the ſtanch Proteſtant. I hope within a 


few days to have the honour of waiting upon your

The Cas rn of Oxrorp 


Was built in the Year 1071. by Robert Ponte 
or D'oilli, a faithfull Attendant on King William 
the Conqueror, and whom that Monarch rewarded 
with great poſſeſſions in this County for his At- 
tachment and Services. That it was a place of 
conſiderable Strength is evident, not only from 
the Accounts of all Hiſtorians, but a!ſo from thoſe 
few Remains of it which are ſtill extant. 

As Mr. Anthony a Wood has given a particular 
detail of this Building in his MS. Hiſtory of the 
Antiquities of Oxford, we apprehend that a ſum- 
mary Extract from his e will be acceptable 
to the Reader.. 

It was built, He ſays, to keep in | Awe the City 
of Oxford and rhe Country adjacent, which had 
greatly oppoſed the Conqueror. Robert Doyley, 
the Founder, left it to his Son Robert; but he 
receiving the Empreſs Maud, and ſuſtaining, on 
her Account, a long ſiege againſt the forces of 
King Stephen, that Monarch, becoming at laſt 
Conqueror, took it from him. At this Time there 
was at the Entrance from the City on the South 
Faſt Side a large Bridge, which led to the Gate of 
the Caſtle, and was fortified on each Side with a 
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ſtrong embattled Wall: Over the ſaid Entry were 


ſeveral Paſſages from whence the beſieged could 


annoy the Enemy. From this Entrance the Forti- 


fication ſtretched itſelf, in a ſtrait Line, to a Round 


Tower erected in the 19. of Hen. 3. from which 


ran a large embattelled Wall, till it came to the 
high Tower, and after ward to another Gate leading 
to Ofney Abbey over another Bridge; cloſe to 
which joined that lofty Mount, fometime crowned 


with an embattled Tower, erected either at the 


Foundation of the Place, or during the Tine when 
K. Stephen beſieged the Empreſs Maud. a 

From hence on the North Side and without the 
Caſtle was a large Mount called Mount Pelham, 
and another joking to it named Jews Mount, raiſed 
by the Jews, as ſome ſay at the Command of King 
Stephen, during the Siege above-mentioned; which 
might be alſo a defence of his Perſon, then —_— 
at the Palace of Beaumonts, 

For the further Defence of this Caſtle there was 
alſo on one of the Sides a Barbican or Watch Tower, 
which appears to have been a large Place for a 
Guard, encloſing Plats of Ground and habita- 
tions. 

The Care of this Roten after it was EE from 
Robert Doyley, was committed by Stephen and 
his Succeſſors to ſome truſty Servant, or to the 
Sheriff of the County; who having certain Reve- 


nues allotted them were bound to keep it in Re- 
pair. But this was ſo negligently performed, that 
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we have ſeveral Accounts of new Works erected, 
or the Reparations of the Old ones, by the Kings 
themſelves. King Hen. 3. as we, have faid, erected 
the Round Tower — at the End of that Reign it 
was again in great need of Repair. From thence 
to the 4th of Edw. 2. there is no mention made 
of any thing that was done; then an Enquiry was 


made into its Condition; and in the fifth of Edw. 


3. a more ſtrict and accurate Account being taken, 
the Building, Bridges, &c. were found in ſo rui- 
nous a Condition, and even dangerous, that the 
King iſſued forth a Commiſſion for the Keeper of 
the Foreſt of Shotover to cut down 12 Trees for 
repairs; and the High Sheriff to pay what Sum 


vas further neceſſary from the County Rents; which 


being done, it was reſtored to its former luſtre. — 
The next Particular of this Place is, that in the 
5th Year of Ric. 2. the King ordered the Sheriffs 
to lay out 10/7. of his Rents to renew the two Gates 
and one of the Bridges. 


Thus much ſays Mr. Wood of the Antiquities | 
and Splendor of theſe Places — which was truly 


great, if we conſider the ſtrong Wall, lofty Towers, 


and Mounts, as alſo the College of St. George 
and Stoney Priſon, in which the V. Chancellor of 
the Univerſity had power to impriſon his rebelli- 
ous Clerks, by a Grant of Hen. 3. who alſo by 
another Statute made it the county Goal. Theſe 
Edifices are, moſt of them, now levelled with the 
Doſes but their Ruins were ſtanding till the Year 

R 2 1649 
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1649 — and then the Caſtle being deſigned by Par- 


liament for a Garriſon, the ſtately Towers, being 


four in Number, beſide that on the Gate were pull- 
ed down, and Bulwarks on the Mounts erected in 


their Place — which much ſtrengthened its Secu- 


rity. Afterwards though the ſaid Works coſt many 
Pounds in Building, yet in the Month of Auguſt, 


1652. when King Ch. 2. came to Worceſter, they 


were quite demoliſhed, and the Garriſon ebe re 


to another Place. 
Within the Walls of this Caſtle ſtood the Col- 


lege of St. George founded by Robert Doyley, for 
ſecular Canons of St. Auſtin — who governed it 


till after the Erection of Oſney Abbey ; when the 


Regular Monks of that Place got poſſeſſion of it, 


of which one was always the Warden. In their 


Poſſeſſion it continued alſo till their Diſſolution, 
when it paſſed with them among their other Re- 


venues to St. Frideſwide's, now Chriſt-Church. 
Having thus given an Account of the Caſtle 


and its Buildings in former Ages, it will be proper 
to ſpeak a little of its preſent State. 


There are but few Remains of this once ma- 
jeſtic Pile. The Sides of the outward Gate to the 
South-Eaſt, the Wall leading to the Round Tower, 


the lower part of that Tower, with another Wall 
facing the South and running on to the Square 
Tower (which laſt is now almoſt intire) ſerve to 
give us ſome Idea of its former Grandeur. The 


Bridge leading from thence to Oſney Abbey is of 
tirely 
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tirely pulled down, as is alſo the Gate, though 
ſome little Veſtiges of them till appear. The 
Mount is alſo ſtanding, on the Top of which 
may be ſeen ſome Marks of Towers, or Bulwarks. 
The outward Wall is demoliſhed, except a little 
Part to the Eaft. The Hill leading from the great 
_ Mount round the Wall on the inner Side was in 
1 the Lear 1769. cut through for materials for the 
5 Road now making to Witney and Faringdon; in 
doing of which the Foundations of two Towers 
were diſcovered, as likewiſe ſeveral Wells filled up 
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N with Rubbiſh; which moſt probably ſerved for the 
; Uſe of the Perſons, who kept Guard in the Barbi- 
cans or Towers of defence. On the Side of the 
Great Mount, and near the Top, is a paſſage, 
= which leads to an arched Room; where it is ſup- 
fo poſed, the Powder for the Uſe of the Garriſon was 
In the Area of the Ground below this Mount 
3 is ſtill ſtanding part of the Old Aſſize-Hall, where 
X the Judges, Jury, and ſeveral Gentlemen of the 
County loſt their Lives in the reign of Q. Eliz.

The Square Tower of the Caſtle, which was 
formerly uſed as a place for the Bells belonging to 
the College of St. George, is now and has been for 
a long Time the County Priſon. The preſent Cha- 


pel is of modern Erection, and ſerved by a Gentle- 
man of Chriſt Church. |

THIS Abbey was founded by Robert Doyley 
or D'oilli, Nephew of that Robert who built the 
Caſtle, at the intreaty, it is ſaid, of his wife Edith, 
a Woman of great Piety. The Account uſually 
given of the Cauſe of this her Religious Act is in 
the Fabulous Stile of antient Times. But we are 
certain, that as its Endowments were from its firſt 
Inſtitution very large and ample, ſo alſo its Build- 
ings and exterior Ornaments were truly grand and 
magnificent. It was dedicated to the Honour 
and Praiſe of Chriſt, and the bleſſed Virgin St. 
Mary of Oſney,“ its firſt Poſſeſſors being Canons 
Regular of St. Auſtin. The Munificence of ſeve- 
ral Benefactors ſoon augmented it's Original Gran- 
deur. A particular Detail of its Buildings may be 
ſeen in Stevens's* Additions to Dugdale's Monaſti- 
con. Within the Precincts of the Abbey ſtood a 
moſt magnificent Church; * Mr. Woods ſays more 
than ordinarily excelling all others, not only in En 8 
land, but ao MY the Seas. 
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b Vid. MS. in the Aſhmolean Muſeum, intituled in the City 
of Oxford. 
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This F abrick, which, at its firſt Erection; was but 


ſmall in its firſt Extent, was reedified by John 
Leech, it's ſeventh Abbat, and one — Beaufort, 


a Knight; both whoſe Images were cut in Stone, 
and ſet up for a Memorial of their Piety. This 
Religious Houſe continued, for more than four 
hundred Years to be the Admiration of Spectators, 


the Aſylum of the Indigent, and, as it were, -ano- 
ther Univerſity ; when, with that of other Socie- 


ties of the like Sort, its Fortune changed, though 


for a ſhort Time it eſcaped utter Demolition. For 


being ſurrendered into the Hands of King VIII, 


he for the ſpace of three Years forbore the Sale of 
it, and then executed his Intentions by making it 


a Cathedrall, and eſhabliſhing therein a Biſhop and 
Dean, together with other Officers ſuitable to the | 
Change; — the County of Oxford becoming a 


Dioceſe. In which ſtate it continued only for a 
ſnort Time, and was then tranſlated to the King's 


College of St. Fredeſwide, now Chriſt Church, 
(Robert King, it's laſt Abbat, continuing Biſhop of 
Oxford) at which Period it's Church and Cloiſter 
with other Buildings were ſubverted and de- 
ſtroyed. 


Its almoſt total Deſtruction has, in the inter- 


vening Space to this Day, followed its Surrender, 
ſo that now there are ſcarce any Remains left, ex- 
cept a few out-houſes, near the Mill, which in 
Mr. Hearne's View in the Textus Roffenſis are 
marked (d): thoſe on the left Hand W the 
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Buttreſs having been taken down ſince his Time. 
The curious Eye indeed, which is accuſtomed to 


trace out the Monuments of ancient Piety and 


Munificence, may diſcover ſome Veſtiges of Cau- 
ſeys, Fiſh-ponds, Walks, and other marks of 
Convenience and Grandeur; but the moſt accu- 
rate Reſearch produces little ſatisfactory, and ra- 
ther gives Pain than Pleaſure to the Mind

It's Revenues were 
greatly encreaſed by the Benefactions of Joan Gille, 
Daughter of William Dagville, and others; ſo 
that at the Diſſolution it was valued at 1741. 38. 
6d. and was granted by King Henry VIII. to
